*'£\ Defire to ſee — Countries, 1 
vas no ſooner. Maſter of ny own Inclina- 
tions, but I made it my Buſineſs, in the 
proſecution of my Defign, to attain to what- 
ever. might contribute to the Imploy- 
ment of an honeſt Man, and to diſtinguiſh 
my” ſelf from thoſe Travellers, who tun 
*pver the World for the ſole delight they 
have of ſeeing different Objefts, without 
ever putting themſelves in a Condition 
to be uſeful to their Country : Wherefore 
being thus inclitkd, and afſiſted by the 
Advice of my Friends, T took to the 
Study of the Mathematicks, and at 
lemath, by reading the Relations of others, 
made my ſelf familiarly acquainted with 
the Hiſtory of the different Nations of 
the World.

- bis Expedition made in 1695, deter- 
mind my Reſolutions of taking that Op- 
portunity to go abroad, as believing I 
could not do better than to lay bold of 
the Convenjency of ſo brave a Voyage;

abandon'd the little Experience that an” 
Age of Nineteen Tears cou'd ſupply me 
with, to the Courſe of my Fortune , came 
quickly to.make uſe of the Leſſons I had 
learnt ( as well as the chief Officers \of" 
the Mariners ) under tne of the greats 
eft Maſters of the Age; and began. now 
tq-come to the prattick Part of what ' 
knew before but in the Theory. ' The ge« 
weral Idea I had formed with. my Tl 
of the Voyage, and the frequent Cons: 
werſations I had with our Pilots, gave 
me the Advantage of taking notice 'vj 
all the. Circumſtances I thought neceſſary 
to Sailing ; And I am not to omit, 
that the long abode I have made in 
divers Parts, giving ng a real Taſte 
of the Pleaſure there is in ſeeing Foreiga 
Countries; I have with all ecinath 
Exattneſs -enquir d into the Comme 
of the Place, - the particular Interefs 
of each Colony, the Strength, Situation, 
aud Advantages of the Ports ; the Mam 
ers, 
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mers, ' Cuſtoms, and Religion of the Peg- 
ple. and laſtly, the Nature of \ thoſe 
Fruits, Plants, Birds, Fiſhes, and the 
Animals that ſeem'd to. have any thing 
extraordinary. in or peculiar to then, 
.and- theſe I have ſet out 'in the beſt 
ananxer I coud, by a great 'many Cop- 
per-Cats, all of them reſpettively fixed in 
their proper Places. 

* But 1 have more particularly apply d 
Uny ſelf to make Charts of the Entrances 
of Harbours and Rivers, either of my 
felf, as I have had Leaſure for it, 'as 
"may be ſeen in thoſe I have given of 
Gambia , Rio-Janeiro , an4 All-Saints- 
Bay, as by reforming the Charts or Me- 
moirs that- have been taken of the Streight 
of Magellan, of the diſemboguings of the 
Hes of Antilles, and of the Government 
of Cayenne, that hath not yet appear'd 
3n the World, under the Name of Aqui- 
notial France, in that Extent, and 
with thoſe Limits I have ſet it forth by. 

I hope this Relation will meet with 
ſo much the mare favourable Reception, 
ſeeing I have retrencht it of thoſe te- 
rons Particulars wherewith others of this 
Tind are uſually ſtuffed , and have made 
wſe of all the Exattneſs and Simplicity 
that a Work requires that has no- other

Made in the_ Years 1695, 1696, 
1697. to the Coaſts of Africa, 
the Streights of Mazellan, Braſil, 
Cayana, and the Antilles or Caribby

V \ 1695. to navigate the 

Southern Sea, with fix 
Veſſels, viz. The Engliſh Falcon, furniſh- 
ed with 46 Pieces of Cannon, and 260 
Men, under the command of Mon/teur 
de Gennes Captain : The Sun of Africa, 
carrying 32 Pieces, and 220 Men, com- 
manded 
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E fet out from Roche] on June 3. 
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commanded by M. du Parc, Captain of 
the Light Frigat : The Seditious, a light 
Frigat of 26 Guns, and 140 Men, M. de 
la Rogue Commander : The Corvette-Fe-. 
licity of $ Pieces off Ordnance, and 40 
Men : The G/utton-Pink of 10 Guns, and 
40 Men: And the Fruitful-Pink, of 4 
Guns, and 20 Mcen: Theſe two' Pinks 
carry'd two Mortars and 60® Bombs, 
with all forts of Proviſions and Ammu» 
nition. neceliary for a long Voyage. 

We fer fail about three a-clock in the 
Morning, with a fair North-Eaſt Wind, 
paſs'd the Pertuis or Straight of Antioch, 
.and before Noon, cntirely loſt the jight 
of Land* 

On the 7th. Inſtant 'at Eleven of the 
Clock, we diſcover'd at the diſtance of 
three or four Leagues under the Wind, 
_ two Veflels, which the Felicity went to 
view: They came from St. Domingo, 
ren were ſtecring their Courſe for Re- 
chel. 

On the grth. we had ſight of another 
Veſſel, which the Seditious and the Fi 
licity gave chaſe to, during four Hours : 
The lattcery. which came very near her, 
inform'd vs, that ſhe ſeem'd to be a Sal- 
ly-Man, and might carry about zo Pieces 
of Cannon. 

On 
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On the roth. at Noon, we made 15 
Leagues a-croſs Cape Finifterre. 

On the r1th. at Break of day, 
were ſeparated from the Seditious, ye” 
the Fruitful, as alſo from another Velicl, 
which follow'd us from Rochel. 

On the 15th. at four a-Clock in the 
Afternoon, we eſpy'd a very large Ship, 
which came up to view us with:n three 
Cannon-ſhot, and afterward tack'd about 
again ; whereupon we gave her 'Chace, 


till che darkneſs of the Night caus'd us 


to loſe the ſight of her, | 

On the 21th. at Sun-Riſing, we , dikes 
ver'd the Iſland of Madera, from whence 
we judg'd our ſelves to be dittant about 
29 Leagues. 

On the 22th. at xx a-clock at Night, 
we loſt the Shallop with Decks, w h:ch « 
M, de Gennes had caus'd to be builr, on

purpoſe to throw out the Bombs : Yor as | 


' the was tacking about, whiltt the Sea. 
ran very high, her Cable broke, and ſhe 
was driven out of her Courſe. 

On the 26th. at three a-clock in the 
Morning, we paſs'd the Tropick of. Caz- 
cer ; at Break of day, we diſcover'd the 
Land of Praya ; and in the Atternoon 
perform'd the Ceremonies of the 7 ropi- 
cal Baptiſm or Ducking, which are com- 

2 monly 
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monly us'd by the Mariners in thoſe 
Places. 

On the xſt. day of July, at: three a- 
clock in the Morning, the Corvezte let 
off a Gun, to give us notice that ſhe 
was near Land; whereupon we fail'd 
beyond that Vellel without diſcerning 
her, by reaſon that. ſhe was very low 
built, and the Night was dark. 

On the 3d. we. diſcover'd Cape Yerd, 
or Green Head, and caſt Anchor at 1: 
a-clock at Night, within two Leagues 
of the Iſland of Gorea: The next Day 
we likewiſe rode at Anchor within a 
Cannor-ſhot of the Place. 

The Governour of that Iſland imme- 
diately ſent to compliment M. de Gennes, 
with a Preſent of an Ox, and two Do- 
zen of Pullets. The Perſon who brought 
this Preſent told us, That the Veſlels of 
the Eaſt-India Company paſs'd by a lit- 
tle while ago, and that an Engi/iſh De- 
ſerter had intorm'd them, That almoſt 
the whole Garriſon of Gambia was fall'n 
ſick, and wanted © Proviſions ; -which 
piece of News was fo well confirm'd to 
M. de Gennes, even by the Relation of 
the Governour himſelt ; that if the Se- 

ditious and the Fruitful had come up 
" with us, we. ſhould have ſet fail the 
very 
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very next day, in order to beſiege the 
Fort, before the Eng/iſh . could have had 
any notice of our Arrival. 

In the mean while, waiting till thoſe 
Ships appear'd, we diverted our ſelves, 
ſome in Hunting, and others in Fiſhing ; 
nay we -met with "ſufficient variety of 
Divertiſements, not very expenſive, 
without leaving the Villages. The Ne- 

roes came continually on board with 
their * Veſſels full of Fiſh, which they 
gave us in exchange for Knives, Sheets 
of Paper, little pieces of Iron, and o- 
ther Toys of the like nature : We alſo 
pierc'd ſome Barrels of Wine, and ſet- 
ting aſide the Heat of the Weather, 
which was exceſſive, the Sports and Pa- 
ſtimes abated a great deal of the Impati- 
ence that we had to go to Gamba, 

On the fifth Inſtant, M. de Gennes, 
M. du Parc, and the Governour of Go- 
rea, went to give a Viſit to the Alcaty 
r Governour of a Village call'd 7he 
Gap, ſituate on the Sea-thore, near a 
ſmall Marſh, being the only place where 
freſh Water can be taken in ; pon 
which account the Alcaty ſufters none 
to do it, till an Agreement be made be- 
forchand, to give him a Bottle of. Bran- 
dy for every Shallop. He receiv'd thete 

BD 3 Gens 
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Gentlemen very courteouſly, and grant- 
ed their Requeiis upon good Terms. 

The next Day M. de Gemnes invited to 
Dinner the Governour of Gorea, the a- 
foreſaid Alcaty of Gap, and another Al- 
caty of a neighbouring Village, who 
was the Brother of a Favourite of the 
King of /Youmel, and otherwiſe in great 
cſteem for his Magnanimity, and for 
being one of the molt robutt and well- 
ſer Men of the Country. The Al/caty 
of Rryfijca was alſo preſent, by- chance, 
with'a Negro Lady, the Widow of a 
certain Portugueſe, who had one of 
the chief . Places in the Kingdom : 
This Lady had excellent. Features, 
was endowd with a generous Diſpoſi- 
_ tion, and of a very obliging Deport--' 
ment; being of a middle-fizd Sta- 
ture, and cloath'd after the Portugueſe 
Faſhion; M. du Gennes treated them all 
magnificently, and made them ſome ſmall 
Prelents: He was alfo deſirous to divert 
them with a Volly of Cannon and Muſ- 
ket-ſhot : But Dinner was ſcarce ended, 
when, they - carneſily importun'd to be 
diſmilsd. The cauſe of their ſudden 
Departure being unknown to us, -we 
were not a little ſugpriz'd, in regard that 
they had no reaſon to be tir'd with the 

| Com- 
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Company ; till the Governour of Gorea 
told us, That apparently they had oc- 
Aaſion to eaſe themſelves, and that a Su- 
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perſtitious Cuſtom prevail'd among 'em, 
"fever to do it at-Sea. 

On the gth. Inſtant, our Shallop be- 
ing fitted out to take in freſh Water, a 
Storm of Wind aroſe, which threw 
her on the Coaſt: She ſufferd little 
Dammage, by reaſon that the Shock 
happen'd - ogg the Sand : Nevertheleſs 
this Accidenfvas like to have occati- 
on'd a great Contelt with the Negroes, 
who gave it. out, That one Moiety of 
the Veſlels that run a-ground on their 
Coaſts, ought to be approprinted to 
their Uſe: And even the Governour of 
Gorea himfzlt acknowledg'd, tharc they 
had a Right to ſuch a Claim : Put for- 
aſmuch as this Law was made only in 
reterence to Merchant-Ships, we ſpeedi- 
ly fet ſome. of our Men on Shore, to 
{land upon their Guard ; and for far- 
ther Security, retain'd ſeven or eight 
Negroes, who . were come on board to 
trade with Fiſh : In 'F, mean whils, our 
Carpenters wrought"during the whole 
Night; and the next Day in the Atter- 
noon our Shallop 'return'd laden with 
Water, and as found as betore.

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On the 3th. at two a-clock, two Veſ- 
ſels appear'd, whilſt our Corvette was 
ſailing to the Village of Rufſca;' where- 
upon we diſchargd a Cannon to cauſe 
her to return,and to recal all the Mariners 
on "board ; We likewiſe made Signals to 
the 'other Ships, which were anſwer'd 
by them. They were the Seditious and 
the Fruztfal Pinks, which came to join 
with us again, after having waited for 
our Arrival cleven Days at Madera : 
They caſt Anchor at pe a-clock, and 
the next Day our Corvette ſet out a ſe- 
cond time for Rufiſca, to get ſome Pro- 
viſions, that were neceſſary for our de- 
parture in good earneſt, 

Before we leave GoPea, it may not be 
improper to give ſome account, how 
the French ſettled in that Iand, and to 
relate what I have ſcen and heard con- 
cerning the Nature of the Coaſt, and the 
Traffick and Manners of the Inhabitants. 

The Mand of Gorea is diſtant only 
one League from the Continent, four 
from Cape Verd, and may be about 
half a League ' Compa£s; The Hol- 
landers firit Tix'd Colony therein, and 
built the Forts of St. Francis and St. Mz- 
chael, which are ftill to be ſeen : Afﬀter- 
ward the Count d' Etrees made himſelf 
Maſter of the Place 4. D.. 1678 : ' The 

Engliſh 
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Engliſh took it from the French in 1692. 
and demoliſh'd the Forts which were e- 
rected by the Zolanders: At laſt the 
Senegal Company, having re-taken it in 
1693, rebuilt St. Michael's Fort: And 
there are at preſent in this Iſland about 
100 Frenchmen, with ſome Families of 
Lapto's or free Negro's, who are hir'd 
by the Company to trade from one 
Coaſt to another. 

The Sea-Coalt js flat, fandy, and'in 
many places . very barren : The Soil 
brings forth Millet, Rice, Tobacco, and 
ſome Fruits, which are all generally ve- 
ry infipid : The Country is every where 
beſet with a fort of wild Apple or Crab- 
Trees, that grow as thick as Broom in 
a Heath or Warren : There are alſo cer- 
tain ſmall Shrubs, which are very com- 
mon ; their Fruit, call'd Mandanaza by 
the Negro's, being no bigger than a 
ſmall Nut, exactly reſembles an Apri- 
cock in Shape and Colour: It is of a 
very grateful Taſte, but very unwhol- 
ſam : Its Leaf is like that of Ivy, but 
of a ſomewhat lighter Green. I have 
ſcen there a fort of Trees not unlike 
our- Plum-Trees, the Fruit of which has 
. the: Colour, Bignels, and almoſt Taſte 
of our Cherries; Tis call d Cahoyar ; 
and 
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and I have caus'd the Figure of it to be 
drawn, becauſe it appear'd to me to be 
very remarkable. The Negro's made a 
Preſent to us, as a choice Banquet, of 
certain large Fruits that reſemble ſmall 
Gourds, but-ufider the Skin, is only a 
kind of Subſtance like dreſs'd Flax : 
They cauſe them to be roaſted under 
Embers, and afterward chew them to 
ſuck out the Juice, which is as yellow 
as Saffron : This Fruit has a Stone as 
large as, an Egg, and as hard as Iron. 
In the Country there is a great number 
of Palm-Trees, out of which the Ne- 
gro's extract a ſort of white Liquor, 
that we call Palm-Wine, and which is 
thus prepar'd : They .make an Incifion 


in the Trunk, and apply to it a Gourd- 


Bottle, into which the Liquor runs by 
the means of a Pipe ; "Tis very pleaſant 
to drink when bne is hot ; but at the end 
of two or three Days, it is ſpoil'dgand 
calily inebriates. | GE 
The Iland affords great variety 'of 
Game : Turtle-Doves, Pintades, Pigeons 
and Partridges as big as Pullets, and of 
an exquiſite Taſte, are very numerous ; 
beſides divers forts of large Fowl, which 
are unknown in Europe, There are alſo 


N Goats, Stags, Buffles, Apes, Civet-Cats, 


Tygers, 
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Tygers, Elephants, Lions, flying Ser- 
pents, and many - other Animals. A- 
mong others we met with two very 
care Bc viz. one as big as a Turkey, 
with black Feathers, its Legs being thick 
ind ſhort, and its. Head of an extraordi- 
nary Figure, which will be better ex- 
plain'd by the annex'd Draught of it, 
than by a large Deſcription.. The other 
Bird is ſomewhat leſs, having white Fea- 
thers over- the whoie Body, the Bill long 
and yellow, the Tail and the tip of the 
Wings of. a very lively Fire-Colour, and 
the Legs ſmall and very long. 

The People of theſe Coaits from rhe 
River Senegal, are entirely black, robuſt, 
and well-ſet. They all go ſtark naked, 
both Men and Women , except their 
Privy Parts, . that are cover'd with a 
ſort of Cotton-Stuff, which they call 
Pagnes : They are very flothtul, and al- 
ways hold a Pipe in their Mouth : They 
feed upon nothing but Millet and Fiſh, 
and very ſeldom eat any Fleſh : They 
were ſurpriz'd to ſee us eat Herbs, and 
{aid that we were like Horſes in that | 
ticular, Their Trade coniiſts in Slaves, 
Gold, Morphil or Ivory, and Wax; 
which Commodities. they uſually ex- 


change for Iron, Hatchets, Fuſees, Co-

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ral, Glaſſes, Kniyes, Paper, red Stuffs, 
and more eſpecially Brandy; in which 
they take ſo great delight, that ge” 
when 'tis in his power, often ſells WF a- 
ther to procure it. 

Every Province has its particular Go- 
vernour, who gathers the Tributes due 
to the King, and takes care to call an 
Aſſembly of the Negroes when they are 
enjoyn'd to go on Warfare.” Their ordinary 
Arms are the Hanger, the Sagay, ' which 
is a very light Balt-Pike, and the Bow, 
which nevertheleſs they do not uſe ve- 
ry dexterouſly ; ſome'of them are alſo 
furniſh'd with Fire-Arms. Their princi- 
pal aim is to take a great number of 
Priſoners, who are never exchang'd,.. but 
are either diſtributed for the Service of 
the Officers, or ſold for the' Soveraign's 
Advantage. The King reſides at the di- 
ſtance ot thirty Leagues from the . Sea- 
Coaſt in a Thwn called Cayor, where he 
has a Palace, and Appartments for his 
Wives, always entertaining ſome Fo- 


\ reiggers in his Court, and more efpect- 


ally thoſe of the Portugueſe Nation : 
His Dominions are extended very far in 
the Country , and lie along the Coaſts 
from. Rufiſca, which is four Leagues di- 
ſtant from Gorea to the Southern fide

of the Senegal : The Northerh is inha- 
bited by certain Moors, who arrive there 
in Caravans from the Deſerts of Zaara, 
and -whoſe whole Trade conſiſts in the 
Gums, with which they load their Ca- 
mels : They likewiſe bring Barbary Hor- 
ſes, with which the Negroes afterward 


traffick even tothe Confines of Guinee. 


The King of Founel keeps four or five 
hundred for his Guard; and when he 
has a mind to make War, he can raiſe 
6000, all the People being obliged to 
march, except the Marabous, who are 
their Prieſts, and who ſtay at home 
with their Wives, to make Prayers for 
the good Succeſs of the King's Arms, 
Thele Maraboxs are very numerous, and 
every one of them has divers Wives : 
They pray to God five times a Day, 
more eſpecially at Midnight, and at the 
Riſing and Setting of the Sun ; but be- 
fore they fay their Prayers, they uſual- 
ly waſh their whole Bodyſeveral Times : 
Laſtly, they write and ſpeak the Ara- 
bick Tongue, as we do the Latin. 

The moſt part of the Negroes are 
deſtitute of Religion, and -live in the 


: Woods,of the Booty that they get from 


Travellers. Thoſe who have any kind 
of Beliet, follow the Mahometan Set,

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very much corrupted : They wear a- 
bout their Neck, Arms, and Legs, and 
even bind about their Horſes, little Lea- 
thern Bags, which they call Griferis in 
which are encloſed certain Paſlages 'of 
the Alcoran, which were given by the 
Marahbous, to ſecure them from vene- 
mous Beaſts, and from all forts of 
Wounds ; an abominable Superſtition, 
which they _— obſerve in reference 
to their manag'd War-Horſes. Th 
circumciſe their Children, but not ti 
they have attained to the Age of Twelve 
or. Thirteen Years. Their Sabbath is 
kept on Monday, during which they for- 
bear working, and make but one Meal, 
They have no conſiderable Feſtival -but 
that of Tabaske, which happens in the 
Month of June ; and for the celebration 
of which, they prepare . themſelves a 
Month before, by continual Faſting and 
abſtaining from correſpondence with their | 

ives: Then they meet together in a 

large Plain, td ſay their Prayers, and to 
be reconcild with their Enemies, eve- 
ry one bringing a Goat, a Calf, or ſome 
other Animal of the like nature, which _ 
the Marabous, cloath'd with a kind of © 
Surplice made of white Pagres, or Cot- 
ton-Stufft, ſacrifice to Mahomet, After

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he celebration of the Feſtival, © which 

continues till Evening, every one car- 
'ries away his Vidiim to make a ſolemn 
Banquet of it, with his Family ; which 
Cuſtom ſeems to have much relation to 
- the Jewiſh Paſlover, 

AWhen one of the principal Flders 7% Bur 
dies, the Marabous embalm his Body, Wh Ih 
and expoſe it to publick View in a Hut, 
where the Women of the Neighbour- 
hood are aſſembled to lament his Death 
"during ſeveral Days. Ar laſt when thele 
Lamentations, which continue more or 
leſs, according to the Quality of the de- 
ceaſed Perſon, are ended, the Marabous 
wrap up the Corps in a Pagnes or Cot- 
ton-Shrowd, and bury it ; whilſt his in-

On the 19th, we ſer fail for the River 
' of Gambia, having for our Guides two” 
Negroes, and the Engliſh Deicrter, of , 
. whom we have already made Ro

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We fail'd along the Coaſts four or five 
Leagues in length, and twenty the next 
day. At 6 a-clock in the Evening we 
caſt Anchor within three Leagues and 


a half of the Mouth of the River, and 
immediately ſent out our Shallops to * 


found the depth of it, but they. met 
with a great deal -of foul Weather du- 
ring the whole Night, and were not a- 
ble to return till the next Day at 
Noon. | 
On the 22d. Inſtant, at eight a-clock 
in the Morning, we all enter'd the Rt- 
ver, with .Eng/iſh Colours, and: at Ele- 
ven we ſaluted with three Cannon-ſhot, 
a thick and ' very high Tree, which 
ſerves inltead of a Pavilion to the King 
of Bar, and which the Engliſh are lhke- 


wiſe wont to falute , as often as they 


come into, or go out of the River. At 
'Noog, we ran a-ground before the Ile 
of 18s, on a Shelf of Mud, where we 
ſtuck above two Hours, and could not 
get off without ſome difficulty. At laſt 
at Five a-clock -in the Evegygng, we caſt 
Anchor within a ſmall League of the 
Fort, which we .immediately invelled, 
with the Corvette and the Shallops, . to 
hinder the Importation of Proviſions, 
or of any manner of Succours. 9

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alſo began to unmaſt the Fruitful Pink, 
to turn it into a Bomb-Galley, 

The fame Evening M. de Gennes ſent 
our two Negro Agents to a Village cal- 
led Gzlofriee, ſituated on the River-ſide; 
to carry a Letter to a certain ancient Por- 
tugueſe, nam'd Don Cardos, whom the Go: 
vernour of Gorea had afſur'd us to be 
well-affeted to the French. And in- 
deed, this Portugueſe having receiv'd the 
Letter, came to ſalute M. de Gennes, to 
whom he afterwards gave an exact Ac 
count of the Condition of the Fort, 
and infinuated -at the ſame time, that 
foraſmuch as the Eng/iſh were riot well 
belov'd by the King of Bar, it would 
be no difficult matter, by the means of 
ſome Preſent, to bring him over to 
their Party. The Chevalier de Ponteray, 
our ſecond Captain, went at two as 
clock in the Morning, to compliment 
Don Cardos, and to entreat him to per- 
mit us to land a Body of Men; to hin- 


ter and Proviſions: But the King had 
told him that he wou'd not be con- 
cern'd in our Quarrels, leſt if we could 
not take the Fort, it might give an oc- 
caſion of Hatred to the Erg/iſh, who 
might afterwards reſent the Affront ; a

After the Collation, M. de /a 
Roque return'd on board , with three - 
Engliſh Officers, whom M. de Gennes en- 
tertaind with the like Magnificence,

next Morning ; fo that they were re- |

wrote the following Letter to M. de - 
Gennes.

*From St, James's Fort, July 23. 1695.

0 U' have allow'd us ſo little time 

fo conſider about your Summons, made 
( as you ſay ) by the Order of the French

the laſt Extremity, rather than to Sur- 
render ; not doubting but to meet with a - 
generous Enemy.

Leagues 
up 2 ſmall River, which takes its Name 
from the Village of Block, where a 
certain Prince reſides, who aſſumes th 
Title: of Emperor, and who is alm« 
continually engag'd in War againſt the 
King of Bar. We'burnt two ſmall Vel- 
ſels, which the Eng/iſh were refitting 
there, and laded our Shallops with two 
Pieces of Cannon, and divers caſt Pate- 
rero.s that were taken out of them. In 
paſſing down the River, we landed at 
the Village of Barifet, where a Petty 
King keeps his Court, - who is tributary 
to the other of Block, This Prigce 
ſent us word, That it was cuſtomary 
for Strangers to make him ſome Pre- 
nt, and that he defir'd us to furniſh him 
with a Scarlet-Cloak : We contented him 
with ſome Bottles of Brandy , which 
were more acceptable to him than the 


- fineſt Cloak in the World.

On the 24th. Inſtant, at Eight a-clock 
in the Morning, - the Fruitful Pink dif- 
charg'd two Bombs, which did not come

in order to level the Shot within reach 
of the Place. In the mean while, the 
Governour having ſent a Canoo with a 
White Flag, to deſire to Capitulate, two 
Officers were detain'd as Hoſtages, and 
MM. de la Roque and the Chevalier de Fon- 
tenay were ſent to the Fort, to draw 
up the Articles, which were ſign'd the 
ſame Day, by all the E-g/iſh Officers, 
and the next Day, by all the Captains 
of the Squadron.

were well ſtor'd ; inſomuch that 'tis cer- 
tain that if the Governour, being a 
young Man, ( who was more intent up-

quantity of Proviſions and of freſh Wa- 
- ter, it might have held out for a long 
time. The Situation of this Fort was 
very advantageous, and there wanted

Inſtant M. de /a Rogue 
went to deſire the King of Bar to give | 
us leave to take poſſeſiion of the Slaves 
and Oxen, which the E»g/iſ had in his 
Dominions : Whereupon the King.re- ' 
ply'd, That the Fort being ſurrender, 
every thing that was left on the" Land, |

The next Day, M. de Gennes went tq 
givea Viſit to the King ; the principal 
Officers walk'd before him to his Ca» 
noo, and conducted him to the Place 
where the interview was to be made. 
+ The King appear'd a little while after, 
without any m_ Train, in the midſt 
of a great number of Negroes, and at- 
tended "with ſome Drummers : He was 
of a very advantageous Stature, and was 
cloath*d with a 'red Doublet beſet with 
the Tails of Wild Beaſts, and ligtle Bells. 
- He had on his Head an Ofier-Cap, a- 
dorn'd with divers Rows of Coral, and 
two Ox-Horns. Here we may obſerve 
Ay the way, that Circumciſed Perſons in 
thoſe Parts, - have the liberty to wcar 
ſuch a Cap, during eight Days imme- 
diately after rheir Circumciſion, by ver- 
' tue of which, they are authoriz'd to 
commut all manner of Crimes imagina- 
' ble, with impunity, and nongglurit com- 

plain of their outragious Villainies. The 
King 1n this pompous Equipage, hold- 
ing a Pipe in his Mouth, walk'd with 
a Majeſtick Gate under a ſtately Tree, 
where he uſually gives Audience to the 
Ambaſladors of the neighbouring Princes.

and made him a Preſent of 20 Bars of 
Iron, * a Barrel of Brandy, a Pair of Pi- 
Nols, and a Burning-Glaſs, with the Ef- 
feas' of which he was extremely ſur- 
priz'd. The Interpreter being a French- 
man who dwelt on the River above ten 
Years, ſpoke the Language of the Coun- 
try very fluently ; by which means their

ter a greag deal of Diſcourſe of the like 
nature, they' parted ; but the King cau- 
ſed M.de Gennes to berecondudted by for- 
ty Men of his own Guards, and ſeveral 
Drummers, and preſented him with ſome 
of the fineſt Oxen that could be found 
in the Village. :

--The Iſland of St. Vincent is inhabited, 
but it is barren, and beſet with very 
high Mountains : Tt affords little fre 
Water ; Wood is alfo ſcarce there; and 
it 15 cuftomary to caſt Anchor before it; \ 
only by reaſon of the Safety of its Har- 
20ur. We met with 20 Portugueſes of St, 
Nicholas's ſand, who were employ'd there 
during two Years, in dreſſing Goat-Skins, 
with which this Iſland abounds : Theſe 
Animals were taken -with Dogs fo well 
inur'd to the Game, that each of them 
was wont to bring, twelve or fifteen eve- 
wy Night. "There is alſo abundance of 
Tortoiſes in that Iſland, of which there 
are different kinds, and ſome that weigh 
three or four hundred Pounds. Theſe 
Animals make to Land to lay their Eggs, 
hide them in the Sand, and return with» | , 
out ſitting on them : T hey are riot hatch'd- 
till 'the end of 17 Days, and' continue 
during nine" of them withour being' able 
to pals to the bottom of the Water, in- 
ſomuch that three quarters of ' them are 
uſually deſtroy'd by @e Birds.

Figs, Raiſms, Ba- 
nana's, Oranges, Lemmons, and Water- 
Melons ; telling them at the ſame time, 
that if we ſent Wore thither in three 
Days, they woud give notice to the 
Village , where we might be fupply'd 
with Oxen, Hoggs, Pullets, Ducks, 
Fruit, and every thing we cou'd defire. 
This Village is ſituated in the middle of 
many high Mountains, which render its 


Acceſs difficult : There are above 500. 


Inhabitants capable of bearing Arms, and 
a great number of Negro-Slaves. The 
Fathers Cordeliers have a Church there. 
The Portwugneſes of this Ifland,as all the o- 
ther of the Iflands of Cape Yerdiare of a 
-{warthy Complexion, but they are ingeni- 


F ous People, and very ſociable: They feed 


on a kind of Bread made of Millet and 
Banana's, They have numerous Herds 
of Oxen, Aſſes, Goats, and Hogs, with 
variety of Fowl; Their Wine is alſo 
good, and their Fruits excellent ; inſo- 
much that this Iſland , where the Air 
is healthful, and always temperate, was 

we 
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well paſs for: a very: delightful Place, 

On the 26th. .at two a-clock in the 
Morning, a Merchant-Man of Nantes, 
that came to falt Tortoiſes for Martis 
mica, caſt Anchor by us. - If their Ship's 
Crew had known that they ſhou'd have 
met with ſo good Company, they wou'd 
not have enter d ſo boldly ; but they 
were not aware of us till it was too late 
to retreat; and if they had prov'd En- 
gliſhmen, they might have paid dear & 
nough for- their Eurioſity, Theſe Men . 
inform'd us of the loſs of "Namur, and 
told us, that they paſs'd by the Iſland 
of St. Nicolas, where the Inhabitants in- 
gag d them to bring back their Coun- 
trymen, of whom they had heard no 
News ſince they -went to St. Vincent. 
They kept their Word ; ſo that the Por- 
tugueſes convey'd the Veſlel under the 
Wind. into a Creek, where there is 
.greater abundance of Tartoiſes than in 
_any other place: They often aſliſted 'em 
in Fiſhing, and were afterwards: carry'd 
back to St. Nicolas. ;

Land, we began to ſtand oft from tliz 
Coait at thar diſtance, to avoid the 
Shelves of Sand that le at the Mouth 
of the River of Plata, and which run 
very far into the Main. 

On the zxf}. and 22d. at Night, as we 
were failing a-croſs Cape St. Antony, we 
loſt ſight of the Felicity, altho' the 
Moon ſhone bright, the Sea was calm, 
and the Wind moderate ; neither could 
the Fault be attributed to any thing, but 
the Negligence of thoſe Mariners who 
were then upon the Watch, and who 
relying too much on the calmneſs of 
the Weather, fell aſleep, We diſchirg'd 
divers Cannon-{hot, and all fteer'd dit- 
fereht Courſes, in queſt of that Ship, but 
it was to. no purpdſe. 

On the 23d. we faw a great many 
Sea-Wolves lying aſleep on their Backs, 
upon the Suriace 6f the Water. 

On the 26th. and 25th. we had a

On the 29th. we ſaw ſome Whales, 
Sea*Pies, and prodigious Flocks of other 
Birds, that follow'd us as it were fo 
.- many Ducks. | 
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On the zoth. we ſaw abundance of Sea- 
Weeds, which made us conjefture we 
were near Land; but having ſounded, 
it appear'd that we were ſtill diſtant from 
it above forty Leagues.

ver d with ſmall Cray-Fiſh, infomuch 
that it might well be call'd the Red-Sea;

On the xt. and 2d. of February, the 
Winds were boiſterous, and- the Sea ran 
high. 

On the 4th. at Noon, ' we diſcoverd 
the Cape of St. Tzes de las-Bareras : The 
Lands thereabouts are low, and as far as 
we cou'd diſcern, very barren : We dif- 
cern'd a very thick Smoke, which in- 
duc'd us to believe that there were ſome 
inhabitants.

On the 18th. a bluſtering Wind aroſe, 
which oblig'd us to ſtand- in again for 
Boucaut-Bay , where we caſt Anchor in 
the Evening, under ſhelter of Cape Gre- 

gory : \ The Pink follow'd us, and the 
- other Veſſels were not long in coming 


On the 19th, and 2oth. it was exceſ(- 
five cold, and the Winds grew more 
boiſterous. - We ſaw great Fires on the 
Iſland 'of Fuogo, and the Savages ſeem'd 
to be deſirous to convexſe with us, but 
the Sea ran ſo high, 6 could not 
come near them. "fs 

On the 21th. we ſet fail again, dou- 
bled Cape Gregory, and having croſs'd 
St. George's Iſland, along which we coaſt- 
ed with Plummet in hand, we ſuddenly 
found our ſelves fallen upon the Point of 
a Shelf : We caſt Anchor to ſound, and 
continu'd our Courſe again-an hour af- 
ter. At 5 a-Clock in the Fvening, we 
caſt Anchor within ſix Leagues of St. 
- George's Iſland, ip a Creek, where the

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Coaſt ariſes delightfully, and begins to 
-# be beſet with Woods: There are divers 
ſmall Rivers, ,where very good Water 
may be taken in, and on . 4 Banks of 
which we met with Salery, Gooſeberries, 
Foxes, Buſtards, Thruſhes, Ducks, and 
Cormorants, and abundance of other | 
Sea-Fowl. 

On: the 22th, and 23th. the Winds 
were contrary. 

On the 24th. we ſet fail, and at Noon 
came up again with our Veſlels, which | 
we left at St. George's Ifland, and which | 
had caſt Anchor within two Leagues of | : 
Famine Bay : We took in there very | | 
oe freſh Water, but not without ſome | 

ifficulty, - by reaſon that the Coaſt was || | 
full of Rocks. In that place we had the | - 
firſt ſight the Savages, of. whom 
about Eight 8F'Ten on the Sea-ſhore were 
making certain Bark-Canoos, which they 
did not abandon, but entreated us by Signs 
. not to meddle with them. Among, theſe 
_ Savages was a robult old Woman, who 
appear'd to be Aged about 8o Years, and 
whoſeem'd in.a manner to Command 'em. 
They were arm'd with Slings, Bows and 
Arrows, and were attended with 5 or 6 
little Dogs, . which apparently ferv'd *em 
for Hunting :/Their Arrows. were paige 
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Med with -a ſharp Flint-Stone very arti- 
\M fcially cut, in form of a Serpent's 
1 Tongue : They alſo made fit large pieces 
Wof Flint to cut Wood, not having the 

4 Muſe or knowledge of Iron. 
«Theſe —_ are robuſt, and of a 
tall Stature, their Complexion being of - 
an -Olive-Colour : Their-Hair is black, 
long, and cut above their Head in form 
of a Crown: They uſually paint-their 
Faces, Arms, and ſeveral other parts of 
ther Body, with a white» Tincture. 
Notwithſtanding the exceſſve Cold, they 
always go naked ; except that their. 
Shoulders are cover'd with the Skins of - 
Sea-Dogs and Sea-Wolves. They are 
deſtiture of * Religion, and free from all 
manner. of Care, They have-no ſettled

weather'd Cape Frie, and found the 


Winds and Currents contrary as be- 
fore. At the ſame time, we diſcern'd 
the Pink four large Leagues to the 
Windward of us; nevertheleſs ( as

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we were afterwards inform'd) ſhe contis. 
nu'd at Sea eight Days longer, . before. 
ſhe could find means to enter the. 
River. _ 
The reſt of that Day, and the next, 


we had but [little Wind, and that too, 


was contrary ; inſomuch that after dis, 


vers fruitlet Attempts, Monſieur d&, 


Gennes judg'd , that for the future we 
ought . not to . be. obſtinately reſoly'd 
to purſue our intended Courſe, leſt we, 
ſhould be reduc'd to the greateſt Ex- 
tremity ; but that 'twas more expediyz 
ent to ſtand in for the Bay ,of A- 


Sajnts; ſince by | ſailing thither, we 


ſhould get ſo far onward in our Way, 


and . we. ſhould certainly meet with. 


plenty of Proviſions in that Place. 
Therefore we caſt Anchor Juxe the 
firt, at Four a-clock in the Evening, 


before the Iſlands of St. Ann, to get. 


ſome Recruits, having on board Vt

noe from returning to us. 

The Shallop went back next Day, 
About ten of the Clock, and as ſhe was 


ready to enter in, - the Officer who had 


ſent her back the Day before, gave 
them a Signal to come to an Anchor, 
and to wait till the Tide came 1n, They 
continued in that Poſture till two a 
Clock in the Afternoon ; when the Of- 
ficer that commanded , - grown quite

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. weary with ſtaying, made uſe both of | 
his Sails and Oars, and put forwards ; 
and that in ſpight of the Advice of the 
Maſter, and of all the Signals that 
could be made from the Shoar to the 
contrary : But he was no ſooner incom» 
moded with the terrible Rocks afore. 
mentioned#than that he began to re. 
pent (tho' it was now too late) of his 
Raſhneſs. After they had bore divers 
rude Attacks of the Sea, a Wave brought 
all their Oars on one fide, and this Wave 
was followed by another, that opened the 
Tee Shao SÞallop in the very middle, and drown- 
zoft, ed the Commander, with ſeven Seamen 
more; but the Maſter, together with 
the Gunner and ſeven other Mariners, 
ſaved themſelves, and remained on 
_ to feek out their Comrades Bo- 
__ eT | 
That ſame Evening our Canoe came 
to inform us of this ſorrowful News; 
and withal, that it was impoſſible for 
us to paſs over the Territories of the 
Portugaeſe to go to Rio-Janeiro, becauſe 
the Governour had given Orders at Cape 
de Frie, to ſuffer no Strahger to paſs that 
way. She broughtus three Beefs, ſome 
Poultry, a Tyger-Cat,' and another 
very ſtrange Animal, whom the Por- 
tugneſe 
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tagweſe call by the Name of Capivard: The Capi 
be has a Body like a'Hog, his Head is **® 
of the ſhape of an Hares, and his Hair 
thick and aſh-coloured ; be has no Tail 
at all, but fits upon his Breech as an 
Ape does:; his Abode is moſtly in the 
Water, and goes-not aſhoar but in the 
Night-time, when he ravages ll the 
Gardens round about, and ..raots 
Trees that . he may come at the Fruit 
of them. T- 

. On the 4th we ſung Maſs far the 
dead, and diſcharged three Pieces of 
Cannon for the Officer that had been 
drowned, Whoſe Name was Sor, born 
at Paris, and a young Gentlenian whoſe 
Loſs deſerved to be. regretted: This 
being over, the Canoe was ſent ro ſhoar 
again, to bring. back.thoſe Seamen that 
had the Luck to eſcape drowning ; ſhe 
returned the ſame Day, and brought 
along with her rwo Beefs more : 'The 
Bodies of our drowned Friends could - 
not be found, andthe Portugaeſe in- 
forming us that the Place where they 
were. loſt were full of Requins, it's not 
to be doubted but they were devoured 
by them. | 

Next Day, which was the ſixth, 
' about three in the Morning, we made 
| H 2 ready 
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ready. to fail for the Bay of 4l-Saints, 
without giving Information of the ſame 
to the 'other Veſſels we had with us: 
but ſeeing Monſieur de Gennes had ſp6- 
ken of it before at /a Gloutonne, we had 


ſome fort. of reafon to hope that they 


would rejoin us, at leaſt at Cayenne. 

On the 9th and 8th we. fteer'd'a 
wide Courſe, that we might put by the

This Iſland is very large, and -heal-

Endico, and Cotton : Here alſo they 
have Rocou, Caſa, Cocoe, and very good 
Comfits. Fruits and Fowl are very 
common there ; and they have a fort

bolins, which are very large, and as 
good as Pullets ; they hve upon nothing 
elſe but Fiſh, which they vomit up to 
feed their Young withal, and' the In- 
habitants ſend- out their Negro's to 
take them ; but whether it be that the 
are not uſed to it, or that the Cold, 
or the Air of the faid ſulphurous Ca- 
vity ſeizes upon them, they are taken 
- with ſuch a languiſhment upon it, that 
they cannot ſurmount without much 
Difficulty ; they alſo find ſeveral boyl- 
ng Fountains in this Iſland. 

That part of-the Iſland which ſtands 
to the Northward, becauſe of its being 
larger than the other, is called The 
Great Land, and hath been inhabited a 
long time, but at preſent has not above 
an hundred Inhabitants. The other, 
which is known by the Name of Gaz- 
b dalupay 
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delupa, has two Companies of Foot in it, 


about a thouſand Inhabitants fit to bear 
Arms, and a great Number of Negre- 
Slaves: The Jeſuits, Facobins, = 
chins and Carmelites, have their Pariſh 
there in diſftia&t Places, as well as 'in 
Mary.Galand, and the Iſland called 
Saints. 

The Town where we caſt Anchor, 
is the molt conſiderable and almoſt the 
only one of the I{land, being divided into 
two parts by a ſmall River, which runs 
from. behind the ſulphurous Cavity 
we have already mentjoned ; it's Ja 
enough, and the greateſt part of the 
Houſes in it are built of Stone ; There 
is a Battery of eight pieces of Cannon 
eretted in the middle, and the-ſame 
commands all the Road; and at the 
end thereof, upon the Bank of a {wift 
Torrent, ſtands a little Fort defended 
by eight pieces of Cannon, and lined 
with good Stone- Works —& 

The Engliſh made a Deſcent upon 
this Place in 1691, burat the- Town, 


took away the Battery that ſtood in 


the middle of it; and there was none 
but this Fort made good by the Inhas 
bitants, till Monſieur 'd* Uragay, then

On the 16th by break of. Day we s;, Tho- 
diſcovered St. Thomas, that is to Lee- mas. 


ward of all the Iſles of the Virgins : 
It's very remarkable for many Banks, 
and white Towers that do ſurround the 
Port of it : Upon our approach we dif- 
covered the Town, and a great Fore 
treſs of Stone-work 'that defends the 
Entrance of it, without which rode 
three large Ships. This Iſland belong- 
ed tothe Danes ; the Hamburghers have 
an: Agent there, and the ProduCt of 
the Place is Sugar and Indico, but no 
very great Quantity of either; and 
they would not think it worth their 
while to mind it, but that this does 
facilitate the Trade they drive in Ne- 
gro's with the Sparnizrds of Portorico, 
that is about fifteen Leagues off. 
About Noon we donbled the Iſland 
of St. Thomas, and left a great white 
Rock on the left, that boked at a di- 
ſtance, like a Hoy under-fail: This 
Earipus, as I may call it, is very com- 
modious for the Merchant-ſhips that 
ſtand in fear of the Corſairs, which they 
M 3 cannot 
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cannot many times eſcape, when they 
ſail by St. Chriſtophers, Saba, and othets 
of the Enemies Iſlands. 

On the ſeventeenth, eighteenth, nine- 
teenth and twentieth, we had a great 
deal of Rain and but little Wind ; and 
on the one and twentieth, we paſt the

third to the twenty eighth we had va- 
riable Winds, and very rainy Wea- 
ther, 
The ſecond and third of Merch we 
had great Winds, Rains, and foggy 
Weather, and the following Days we 
were becalmed:- We found our ſelves 
arallel to the Bermadoes, but an hun- 
dred. and fifty Leagues diſtance from it, 
as being a Place which all the Ships 
that come from the Iſlands, take care 
to ſhun, ſeeing they have found by 


conſtant Experience, they muſt meer 


with bad Weather there ; for the con- 
trary Winds either forces them ro 
_— near it, or to paſs to Lee-ward 
OT It; 

On the 6th, 5th, 8th, and gth, we 
had a fair Wind and moderate Weather 
but from the time of our leavin 
St. Thomas, till we came parallel with 
the Azores, we ſaw Herbs every Day 

floatirig 
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floating . upon the Sea, which thoſe 
who had failed upon the Coaſts of New 
Spain, told us came from the Channel 
of Bahame, from whence they were 
carried into the main. Ocean by the 
rapidity of the Currents, and then 
diſperſed over all this Sea, by the 
Weſterly Winds that continually blow 
upon the Coaſts of Virginia and New- 
England. 

On the ' 10th we had both Winds 
and Rain, and the Weather was very 
cold; we came parallel to the Azores, 
and kept atan hundred and fifty Leagues 
diftance from the Iſle of Corva. 

On the 11th we had very great 
Winds, but they blowing of us on- 
ward in our way, we were alily 
brought to acquieſce with them. 

Very early on the 12th in the Mor- 
ning, the Winds blew very hard, the 
Heavens were all over-caſt, and the Sea 
grew very boiſterous and terrible, 
and it was with very great Difficulty 
that we . could carry low Sails: We 
- had a Foot of Water in the Hole, 
but we could not uſe our Pumps ; 
the Waves, were as high as our 
Maſts, and came in upon -us on all 
ſides; And in this dangerous pickle

wo continued all the Day : But abour 
ten at Night the Winds began to al- 
lay, and on the thirteenth we -re-

. On the ſixteenth, being come paral- 
lel to Cape Finifter, we made all the 


Sail we could to get a ſight of it; 


and next Day, at five in the Even- 
ing, we ſaw a {mall Veſſel two Lu 
to Windward of us, and whit 
we believed was bound for the -Bank 
of New-found-Laxd : Byt on this, and 
the two ſucceeding Days, we had 
Hail, Rain, and very cold Winds.

- | And on the twentieth, by break of 
Day, we found another within two 
Cannon-ſhot of us, which made us 
put out all our Sails, and give her 
chaſe, which continued for ſeven 
hours: But as we had but little 
Wind, we could not come up with 


her, 
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her, and ſo we reſumed our Courſe 
again. 

From the two and twentieth to the 
27th, the Weather was very hazy; 
.and. for fix Days together, we ſaw 
neither Sun, Moon, nor Stars, and had 
but very little Wind. 

On the 197th we ſaw three Ships 
to Windward of us, which we did 
not think convenient to look after, 
ſeeing our Proviſion was now almoſt 
ſpent, and that it was our Intereſt to 
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improve our time well; and this ſame - 


Night, we beheld a Rain-bow crofs 
the Heavens, which, without recei- 
ving .any RefleQion from the Stars, 
that were very much over-caſt, had a 
very lively red Colour. 

The 28th, 29th, and 3oth, we had 
favourable Winds, and fine moderate 
Weather. 7 

But now the firſt Day of the Month 
of April being come, the Wind chopp'd 
about all of a ſudden, and came con- 
trary; at what time we accounted our 
ſelves not above fifty Leagues from 
| Cape Finiſter : Next Day the Winds 
bare hard upon us, and - diſabled us to 
make the Cape.

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. But on the fourth and fifth they 
began toallay, and proved fair enough; 
and next Day, at ſeven 1n the Mor- 
ning, we diſcovered about .a League 
from us to Leeward, a preny large 


Ship, which we chaſed all Night long, 


gained much upon her, and had it 


not been for a Fog that fell for two 


Hours, by favour of which The fail- 


ed away, ſhe had certainly given” us 
either Bullets or Bread, which laſt we 
now moſt wanted, all our Proviſions 


being ſpent, and the Winds ftill con- 


<trary. 

On the. eighth we ſaw Pewets, and 
other Sea-birds, who are never ſeen 
very far from the Shoar; next 
Day being the ninth, we met with a 
ſort of little Sparrows, who paſſed over 
our Sail-yards without reſting them- 
ſelves; and this was an infallible ſign 
unto us, that we were not far from Land. 

On the 12th at break of Day, we 
deſcry'd two Ships at a League's di- 
ſtance from us, but we could not come 
up with them, our Ships being too 
foul, too full of Herbs and Shell- 
work, to think of gaining upon Veſlels 
newly carcened, as we apprehended 
theſe to be, 


On 
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.On the x3th we ſaw ſeveral Birds 
that waited as well as we, for a fa- 
vourable Wind to put them a-ſhoar ; 
next Day the Wind was boiſterous, 
- 1] and we had much Rain, Hail and melt- 
ing Snow ; And we loſt Company with 
the Sur of Africa in a Fog, who not 
obſerving the Signal, failed away, 
while we: were ſetting our Round-tops, 
that were diſplaced, in order again. 

Oa the 15th the Wind being ſome- 
what allay'd, and the Weather clear- 
ing up, about break of Day we ſaw 
five Ships, three to rhe Star-board, 
and two to the Lar- board; but we 
were not in a Condition to go and 
look after any, them. 

By the ſixteenth our Proviſion was Tt. Mer 
all Kong and we neceſſitated to uſe 5796 to 
the Sugar and Cocoe of the Merchants, , 
to make Chocolate for the Ships Crew ; 
which is a Liquor that is of a-ver 
nouriſhing nature, and might 'ſerve 
inſtead of ViEtuals; but our Seamen, 

who were not accuſtomed to it, did 

not like it at all, and faid ir made their 
\heads giddy. 

On the 17th at Sun riſing, we thought 

we had the fight of the Tower of Cor- 
aoven, but our joy was ſhort-lived, and 
this 
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_this Tower was all of a ſudden Tranf- 


formed mto a Ship. bog 
'"At5laft on the 18th, after a traverſe 
of ſixty ſeven Days, we ſounded, and 
found a Bottom, and: were come' 
parallel to Pertuis de Mawmuſſon, about 
twenty Leagues diſtance from the 
Shoar : On the ninteenth we had but a 


| ſmall Wind. 


But on the 2oth we diſcovered Roche- 
bonne, which is fifteen Leagues wide 
of Pertuis a* Antioch ; the Sea, tho? very 
even, proved now to be broken ant 
violent: About Noon we ſaw four 
Ships, and they Steered the ſame Courſe 
with us. Soon after we diſcovered the 
Steeple of God's - Iſland, about five 
in the the Evening, the Whale-Tower 
in the Iſle of Rhee, and at Night we 
came to an Anchor, to wait for the 
Tide. 

On the 21ſt we weigh'd, and by 
break of Day we found our ſelves 
within two Cannon-ſhot of four Ships, 
which we had ſeenthe Day before, whicl: 
made us put out French Colours : 
They did' the like, and we ſent our 
Caxoce on board them, to know what 
news from -France : They happened to 
be a Bark of the Ifle of Oleroz, and 

three 
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three St. Malo Men, half men of War, 
and half Merchants, who were poi 
to take in Salt in the Iſle of Rhee, 
from thence to fiſh on the bank of 
New-found:Land : They gave us fix 
Baskets of Bread, one Barrel of Ba 
con, and ſome Beer, which a little 
refreſhed our men. The St. Malo 
men paſſed by Pertuis Breton, and we 
by that of Aztioch, and fo on till a- 
bout Midnight, we caſt Anchor be- 
fore - Rochelle, where we found the 
Sun of Africe, who was got into that
